The parts of M.-Brinnd's specch 
which ‘have caused most annoy- 
ance'to Germany are those in 
which’ he made reference to the 
vast reservoir of man-power 
possessed by that country. and 
also. her enormous mechanical re- 
sources and productive powers.
